DEVELOPING THE SCHOOL 

BOARD BUDGET 

The first four articles in this 
series have dealt, for the most 
part, with school students and 
the teaching-learning process. 
This is only appropriate in that 
the schoo! system would cease 
to exist without teaching being 
carried out in our schools with 
students, hopefully, learning 

This article will not deal 
directly with these topics, but 
will deal with the important 
area of how our schools, and 
what goes on in them, are 
financed. This topic, too, is 
appropriate in that the school 
board finds itself at this time of 
the year involved in developing 
their budget for the next school 
year 

The development of the 
school board budget is not done 
in a vacuum nor is it done in a 
day, a week, or a month, for the 


evolution of the Board of Educa- 
br ter get 


tion e »xtends over a 
I a 


period of time beginning in 
early November and not con- 
cluding until the following 
summer. 

Although tedious, at times dif- 
ficult to follow, and somewhat 
complex, the school board 
budget is developed in this 
fashion to allow for as much 
input into the process as 
realistically possible 

Beginning at the school level, 
principals work with their staff, 
parent-teacher groups, and at 
times, students, to develop 
funding requests which they 
feel will meet the needs of their 
schools. These requests may, 
and often do, take the shape of 
additional staff like teachers, 
aides, custodians, etc. Typical- 
ly, principals also request funds 
for certain textbooks, supplies, 
or equipment such as desks, 
copiers, and audio-visual equip- 
ment. Lastly, principals re- 
quest certain types of opera 
tional improvements like 
repaving drives, relighting 
rooms, lawn mowing equip- 
ment, or exterminating 
services 

To these requests from the 
schools are added (1) instruc- 
tional requests of a system-wide 
nature such as the purchase of a 
new speiling series for the eie- 
mentary grades, (2) adminis- 
trative requests which are 
needed to operate a countywide 
system such as school bus 
transportation, legal services, 
auditing services, etc., and (3) 
lastly, those salary/wage and 
fringe benefit costs whic! result 
from collective bargaining with 
various employee groups. This 
last group of costs are especial- 
ly critical to the school board 
budget since they consume 
about 70 percent of all expendi- 
tures in the budget

budget is not in the hands of the 
Board of Education, but a 
responsibility of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools and his staff 

During the latter part of 
January and the month of Feb- 
ruary the board mem- 
bers begin to familiarize them- 
selves with the nature of the 
budget and they conclude this 
part of the process by conduct- 
ing a public hearing (this year it 
will be on February 28, at 7:30 
p.m., at the Friendsville Ele- 
mentary School) on the budget 
that the superintendent and his 
staff have fashioned. It is after 
the public has had an oppor- 
tunity to react to the superin- 
tendent’s budget proposals that 
the school board takes action in 
early March 

Once the school board deter- 
mines the amount which they 
feel will adequately meet the 
needs of the school system they 
have to determine how much of 
these budgeted needs can be 
funded by federal and state 
sources. Whatever balance re- 
mains is the amount which is re- 
quested of the local fiscal 
authority, the Garrett County 
Commissioners. It is at this 
time that the Board of Educa- 
tion meets with the county com- 
missioners to formally make 
their request and, furthermore, 
substantiate the need for their 
request. 

It should be noted, at this 
point, that the Garrett County 
Board of Education budget for 
this school year is $14,021,392 
Over half of this amount (51.5 
percent) is provided from the 
State of Maryland, approxi- 
mately 13 percent is provided 
from federal and other sources, 
and 36 percent comes from the 
local county tax levy. This rela- 
tive kind of support from the 
various funding sources has 
been typical of Garrett County 
for the last several years 

Since the county *commis- 
sioners usually make their 
funding decisions in late May or 
early June it is not until that 
time that the Board of Educa- 
tion can begin to finalize their 
budget. Since the commis- 
sioners typically do not allocate 
the full amount which the Board 
of Education requests the diffi- 
cult decisions as to what has to 
be reduced or eliminated falls 
to the Board of Education in 
June or July. So it is after a 
period of approximately eight 
to nine months that this process 


comes to a close only to begin

If you've been thinking about 
storm windows or some type of 
other covering for your 
windows to block out cold 
winter alr, you may want to 
consider one of the new in- 
sulating window films. These 
films, which look like ordinary 
plastic, are actually a polyster 
film with a thin metal coating 
on one side. On top of the metal 
is a polypropylene film which 
protects it and prevents oxi- 
dation. On the other side of the 
polyester film is an adhesive 
with a peel-off plastic backing 

It has been said that these 
films can reduce heat loss 
through glass by at least one 
third. With that kind of in- 
sulating properties, it can make 
a single pane window almost as 
energy efficient as a double 
pane window, and a double pane 
window almost as energy ef- 
ficient as a triple pane window 

Another way that insulating 
films can keep the heat in the 
house is by reflecting the heat 
Radiant heat from objects, such 


as pets and wood stoves, is re- 
flected back into the room. 
While a single pane of glass re- 
flects back about 15% of the 
radiant heat it receives from 
the room, a good insulating film 
will reflect back about 80% of 
the radiant heat it receives. 

One draw back of these films 
is that they can block up to one- 
half of the solar gain. Although 
that can help keep your home 
cooler in the summer, in winter 
it can block out some solar heat 
you use to heat your home. 
Therefore, generally insulating 
window films are the most cost 
effective on the east and west 
windows. The second choice 
should be north windows, and 
the least cost effective choice 
are the south facing windows. 

Another problem these films 
may Cause is excessive conden- 
sation on the windows due to a 
warmer room and a cooler 
window. However, this has not 
proven to be a major problem 
among users of insulating 
window films

Calling his proposal ‘pain 
free,’ Senator Charles McC 
Mathias, Jr. (R-Md.) has intro- 
duced legislation to repeal tax 
indexing, a measure that went 
into effect January 1, 1985 

In the coming weeks, the 
Senate will review many pro- 
for reducing deficit 
spending—all will involve 
inflicting pain on some sector of 
the populace,”’ noted Mathias 
“But this proposal to repeal 
indexing is pain free. It would 
hurt no one and it is both fair 
and significantly reduces the 
deficit,”’ he said 

Mathias, who 
indexation of taxes 
proposal was first introduced in 
1981, said that repeal could re- 
duce the deficit by $51 billion 
over the next three years 

He argued that indexing, ‘‘in- 
stitutionalizes inflation and puts 
Congress in fiscal handcuffs 
This situation is further 
exacerbated by the automatic 
escalators built into many 
government expenditures,” ex- 
plained Mathias 

He added, *‘While indexing is 
supposed to protect against in- 
flation, it only adds to the 
problem,’ Mathias further

State Jobless 
Rate Up Slightly 
Garrett’s Jumps 


Remaining relatively stable, 
Maryland's estimated 
unemployment rate rose to 5.5 
percent in November 1984 from 
October's 5.4 percent, accord- 
ing to statistics released by 
officials at the Maryland 
Department of Employment 
and Training. 

However, Garrett County's 
rate jumped 2.5 percent, from 
12.0 percent in October to 14.5 
percent in November. The job- 
less rate in November of the 
previous year was 12.9 percent 

During November 1984, 
employment expanded state- 
wide as retail stores engaged in 
hiring for the holiday season, 
schools continued to recall 
workers for the fall semester 
and city and county govern- 
ments maintained scattered 
hiring. Hiring was also noted in 
trucking and in social and busi- 
ness services 

However, seasonal layoffs 
continued in agribusiness, eat- 
ing and drinking places, amuse- 
ment and recreation services, 
and hotels and lodging places 

Statewide in November the 
labor force expanded by an esti- 
mated 14,656 persons 
Unemployment increased 
slightly by an estimated 2,365 
persons while employment in- 
creased by an estimated 12,291 

Since November 1983, Mary- 
land's labor force has grown by 
an estimated 72,846 persons, 
employment is up by 73,924 and 
unemployment is down by 1,078 
The unemployment rate for No 
vember 1983 was 5.7 percent 

At 5.5 Maryland's 
unemployment rate remains 
significantly below the national 
rate of 6.9 percent. Black 
unemployment inched down, 
nationally, from 15.2 percent in 
October to 14.3 percent in No 
vember. At the state level, 
unemployment by racial group 
is estimated only annually. In 
Maryland the black labor force 
in 1983 showed an estimated 
unemployment rate of 13 
percent 

‘he unemployment rate in 
the Baltimore metropolitan 
area was 6.5 percent in No 
vember, up from October's 6.4 
percent. In Baltimore City, the 
November unemployment rate 
remained at its October level of 
7.8 percent

Proposals For °86 State Assembly 


A piece of emergency legis- 
lation is quickly moving 
through the Maryland state 
legislature, which convened for 
its 1985 session Jan. 9, which 
will eliminate state income tax- 
es on social security payments 
for the elderly, State Senator 
John Bambacus (R-Allegany, 
Garrett) reported Tuesday 

Bambacus, who originally co- 
sponsored the bill with Senator 
Arthur Dorman (D-District 21), 
says the bill has much support 
in the Senate and currently lists 
30 co-sponsors. 

If passed, this bill can affect 
income taxes for the 1984 
‘calendar year, Bambacus 
stated. If the bill does not pass, 
elderly Marylanders will have 
to pay an estimated $6.4 million 
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in taxes on their social security 
benefits this

Most of the effects of the 
federal actions would not be felt 
until the 1986 assembly session, 
Bambacus noted, but the resi- 
dent's proposed fiscal year 1986 
budget would cut $34 billion by 
eliminating such programs as 
Economic Development Ad- 
ministration, Appalachian 
Regional Commission, general 
revenue sharing, low-income 
weatherization programs, com- 
munity development and urban 
development block grants and 
agricultural conservation pro- 
grams. 

Bambacus noted Garrett 
County would especially feel 
these effects as money for 
water and sewerage projects 
disappears. 

Edwards Notes Bill 

Edwards said he will have his 
first hearing on one of his bills 
Tuesday which would require 
surface mine operators each 
January to prove they are up-to- 
date with their coal severance 
taxes before they can acquire 
their license allowing them to 
operate in the state. 

Other measures Edwards has 
introduced include one to 
exempt leased farm equipment 
from personal property taxes 
and one to exempt incorporated 
businesses from going to Dis- 

trict Court to recover bills of 
less than $1,000. 

The delegate also said he is 
considering a study which 
would outline benefits and 
drawbacks to make Garrett 
County a code home rule county

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Wintertime—S0 Years Ago 
In Mountain Lake Park 


by Mary I. Love 


Mtn. Lake Park was a 
strange place in winter 50 years 
ago. For that matter, 50 years 
ago Mtn. Lake Park was not a 
typical small town in summer, 
either. It’s just that its unique 
ness was perhaps more ap 
parent in winter 

The Park was founded as a 
summer resort in 1881. A note in 
The Republican from 1883-84 
mentioned that nine houses 
were occupied that winter, al- 
though apparently 50 or more 
had been built 

Virtually all the houses were 
intended just for summer oc- 
cupancy, and were set on stone 
pillars. The underparts were 
open, except for diagonal lattice 
work which afforded no pro 
tection from the cold. This is not 
to say that construction was 
shoddy. At least one three-story 
house has steel rods in pillars 
extending from the ground to 
the roof. Walls were usually 
plastered, framing and wood- 
work were oak. With large 
rooms, ten-or 12-foot ceilings, 
and open stairways, the houses 
were delightfully airy. Central 
heating was unknown, but

sometimes small gas stoves 
augmented the few fireplaces 
Houses were essentially un- 
changed from year to year, es- 
pecially in the area south of 
what is State Rt. 135. The 
church, the school, and 
Martin’s Store were north of 
135, and more houses on that 
side of the park were occupied 
by year-round residents. ( Route 
135 and G Street were the only 
paved streets for many years.) 
The Mtn. Lake Park school, 
on Oakland Avenue, had two 
rooms, for grades one through 
three and four through seven, 
respectively. I was charmed by 
the little building with its double 
desks and big coal stoves. 
Coming from Milwaukee, I was 
not impressed by snow as such, 
but there was something 
pleasantly eerie about the 
early-morning walk to school 
between rows of empty houses 
After seventh grade, kids 
were picked up at Martin’s 
Store and bused to high school 
in Oakland. (Demographic sta- 
tistics for Garrett County com- 
piled in the 1960's point sadly to 
the many Garrett Countians 
who did not complete 12th 
grade. No one had told the sta- 
tisticians that the county had an

The bill, introduced by Gov 
Harry Hughes, would amend

The governor proposes that 
circuit court judges be appoint- 
ed for 10-year terms. If a judge 
wants another term, he would 
go on the ballot with voters 
allowed to retain him or turn 
him out of office. 

The main difference from the 
current law is that no one could 
run against a judge and that 
lawyers could become judges 
only through appointment by 
the governor 

Black senators are opposing 
the bill because they believe 
contested elections give blacks 


and other minorities more 
access to the bench. Conserva- 
tive senators, and some liber- 


als, are reluctant to reduce the 


role of voters in choosing 
judges 
Senator John Bambacus 


(R-Allegany, Garrett) said 


Wednesday morning that he op- 
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posed a similar measure last 
year, but he might support the 
bill this vear if certain amend-

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Local Drummers, Buglers Represent County 
In Style At 1933 Presidential Inauguration

WITH CLASS, STYLE, AND PRIDE, the members of the 
Proctor Kildow Post 71, American Legion, Drum and Bugle Corps 
of Oakland represented the county at the 1933 inauguration of 


President Franklin D. Rooseveit. The local group organized 
during the Depression and participated in numerous parades and 
celebrations for a number of years. Above, the Corps marches

not, then you were a drummer,” stated Richard Maroney, a 
member of Ine Corps who wrote Ins account ot the group's trip fo 
Washington, D.C 1933

There was so much in the newspapers and on television about 
the inauguration of President Reagan, that I began to think back 
to another similar time many years ago. It was the year 1933. 

At that time we were in the depths of the great Depression 
People were out of work. There was no help anywhere. There was 
no federal or state aid available. One of our banks had closed. You 
didn’t count your dollars then, because you had none. You counted 
your change 

So, in order to raise morale among the local folks and give us 
some way to keep busy, Proctor Kildow Post 71, American 
Legion, organized a drum and bugle corps 

It took a lot of work, time and money to get started. Very few 
of us knew anything much about music. Hugh Teets was very 
good and he got Russell Brown to help. Though he was not an ex— 
service man, he was great with a horn. Tom Compton was an ex- 
cellent drummer and Julius Littman, Bernie Teeter and Max 
Welling were very good. They had had band experience 

The rest of us ran from fair to poor. If you had a good lip and 
good teeth, you were a bugler; if not, you were a drummer. 

We were very faithful in our attendance and practices. We 
held our meetings upstairs in the City Hall. We practiced two 
nights a week. We also practiced every day on our own. We set the 
town nuts. You could hear a bugle blowing all kinds of crazy 
sounds all over the place, nearby, far away, downtown from an 
office window, from a shop, from a house, . . . from everywhere 
The same thing happened with the drummers. It was awful. 

I really feel sorry for the wives. 1 had a Qrum and sive pur up 
with it, but I am certain she nearly went crazy. They went with us 
sometimes when we performed in parades or at celebrations 
They liked the outings and I believe they admired their husbands’ 
pretty uniforms 

Our uniforms were a West Point style. The jacket was navy 
blue with gold braid, buttons, a wide white belt and included a 
large brass emblem where the belt crossed in front (see photos) 
The pants were a buff color and we wore high patent leather hats 
with chin straps and golden feather plume; ostrich feathers, I be- 
lieve 

Well, we were getting pretty good with our playing (we 
couldn't have gotten much worse) we thought. So we put in an ap- 
plication to take part in the inaugural parade in Washington, D.C 
After a long time of suspense, we finally received authorization 
papers, assigning us to a place in the parade line. We were very 
excited about the trip and began to hurry around getting ready for 
it. 

We were to go to Washington by train. Every man was to have 
his uniform and equipment in top-notch condition and be re- 
sponsible for it on the trip 

One of our members was a very strong bugler, but he had the 
misfortune of being an alcoholic. So, the night we were supposed 
to leave, we checked to see that everything was go. This fellow 
was working late because he had some jobs he had to get out be- 
fore he left. Two of our men stayed with him to see that he didn’t 
get any more drunk (he was three sheets to the wind already) 

He had a bottle there, but they put it in a closet and would not 
let him get near it.

and acted OK. “Well Dr cn ing him as I do,

Bob Coffey and Margaret and James Nally met us at the 
station. They had come down several days before and had rented 
a little ground floor apartment. They told us to come over and use 
it as our base, which was really nice for us because we had a lot of 
gear that we would not be able to carry in the parade.

We got straightened up, put our uniforms on, and started our 
march to the street where we were assigned. We checked in with 
the parade official who our section and then we 
fell out. We were kind of proud of ourselves, and thought we look-

Talk about cold! There was no snow, but it was windy and it 
was the kind of cold that penetrated to the bone.

We were supposed to be in position by 9:00 a.m. and we didn’t 
move until nearly 4 p.m. We were on a residential street and had 
no access to bathroom facilities.

Squirrel! Proof Feeders 
Here is an idea how you may keep squirrels out of your bird 
feeders. Plan to mount the feeder on a piece of pipe so it will be six 
feet above the ground. Also, it should be at least six feet from 
buildings, tree limbs, and anything else a squirrel can climb to 
jump to the feeder. Before putting the pipe into the ground, place 
a toy commonly called a ‘‘Slinky”’ around the pipe. Then attach 
the slinky to the bottom of the feeder so it hangs down around the 
pipe. Then as the squirrels try to climb up over the slinky to the 
feeder the spring-like toy will stretch downward under the 
animal's weight. The result is confused squirrels that can’t reach 
the feeder 
l'o keep the squirrels from going hungry, feed them corn on the 
cob. Cob corn can be fed by spiking it on nails driven through a 
board attached to a fence or tree. Then the squirrels wil be happy 
and won't be taking food intended for the birds

I create the most confusion with the term ‘the other day.’’ To 
me, this means any day other than today. It can even mean a 
period of five or twenty years ago for me. Here in Garrett County, 
inough, ~the other day may be roughly translated as “someume 
last week.’’ When I commented to a friend that I had seen Dr. 
Zhivago ‘‘the other day,’’ she was quite amazed that it had been 
on television. I left her scratching her head rather than explain to 
her that I meant I had seen the movie when it came out some 
fifteen years ago.

This may 
not be the handiest thing to do, 
but it certainly does more good 
than to complain and call

‘The procedure for claiming 
the exemption is quite simple,”

ten Social Security recipients 
in Maryland. ‘‘Here’s what you 
do 

First, file the federal form 
1040 and complete the Social 
Security calculation included in 
your federal instructions 

“Next, complete the Mary- 
iand jong fori. You efter the 
amount found on line 21b of your 
federal form in two places on 
your Maryland income tax re- 
turn. You report the Social 
Security income on line 33, then 
subtract the Social Security in- 
come on line 61,"’ he said 

Label line 61 as Social 
Security or Railroad Retire 
ment income, whichever is 
appropriate 

The law requires these 
entries because your federal ad-

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justed gross income and your 
Maryland income must be the 
same. If they are not, the return

These instructions do not 
appear in the tax packet, since 
the exemption was made on an 
emergency basis, Goldstein 
said.

Del. George Edwards re 
ported Wednesday that his bill, 
HB 114, which would have al- 
lowed off-road vehicles to cross 
state highways, received an 
unfavorable report from the 
House Judiciary Committee.

Edward's bill, HB 651, has 
passed the House and is being 
considered in the Senate. This 
bill authorizes the Garrett 
County Commissioners to sell 
property located in any indus- 
trial park owned by the com- 
missioners, for the appraised or 
negotiated price, and in any 
manner; and permitting the 
proceeds from these sales to be 
used in accordance with the 
county budget.

Horse Poisonings From Contaminated Corn 

During the last couple of weeks I have had several calls on the 
problem of horse illness from eating feeds which contain corn. 
Recently there was an article in The Republican concerning 
“Horse Poisoning Warning"’ which stated that Southern States 
had eliminated the use of corn in all of their horse feeds because 
the corn had become contaminated with the spores of the fungus 
called Fusarium moniliforme which gives off toxins that are 
dangerous to horses. At the present time there is very little known 
about the fungus F. moniliforme; therefore, I can only give youa 
little history on the problem. Mortalities in horses have been 
in the corn growing » U.S., and 
around the turn of the century (1901) it was reported shat 
thousands of horses died in Maryland when fed moldy corn. It was 
not until 1971 that the fungus F. moniliforme which causes the 
sickness called leukoencephalomalacia or LEM for short, was 
found to be responsible. The chemical nature of the toxin that 
causes equine LEM is not known. The outbreaks occur in concen- 
trated areas indicating that local climatic conditions are 
responsible for the development of the fungus responsible for 
LEM. On the other hand very little is known about the kind of 
environmental conditions that stimulates the development of F. 
moniliforme. This sort of leaves us in the dark. I would suggest 
that you should not feed moldy corn to horses. Check the corn 
often. If you would suspect toxicity in your horses, discontinue 
feeding the corn. If you have suspect corn, I will send a sample to 
the University of Maryland where they will examine the corn for 

nce of Fusarium moniliforme.

A Day At The Laundromat

f us in the newsroom made a few observations. We decided 


that doing laundry at home may not be a picnic, but doing laundry 
in a laundromat can be downright hazardous to your mental 


health 


Although all 


of us have our own washers and dryers, there 


have been occasions when it was necessary to pile the dirty 
clothes into the car and drive to the nearest laundromat. One of 
my co-workers turned red-faced and began laughing when I 
mentioned the nerds who attempt to stuff ten loads of laundry into 


one of the “big boy” 


washing machines. (She tried it.) If the 


clothes fit, fine. But when this monster starts walking toward you 
and backs you into a corner, that’s not funny. 
Out biggest gripe is loading our clothes, detergent, bleach,

the lid only to find a sign behind the lid that says OUT OF 


ORDER. 


Bringing children to the laundromat is a real joy, especially 
when you ask them to run next door for change for the money- 
hungry machines and they return with two ice cream cones and 
no money yelling, ‘Hey, Mom, I got you one, too.” 

One of my co-workers recounted the story of a woman who 
handed her son a dollar to get change in the dollar-changer only to 
find he had folded it into fourths and stuck it in a quarter-changer 

A favorite past-time of mine at the laundromat is watching a 
wacky lady standing next to me pour half a box of detergent into a 
washing machine, claiming the laundry won’t get clean if she 
doesn’t, and see her frantically run for a bottle of fabric softener 
to kill all the suds being regurgitated from the bulging machine. 


What logic! 


We took a survey here at the office of things found in washers 
and dryers and compiled a list for the novice laundromat patron. 
Things to be found are: socks, washcloths, paper clips, rubber 
bands, candy wrappers, nails (1 once found one the size of a rail- 
road spike), cigarette lighters, pacifiers, crayons (after they've 
melted onto a load of whites), matchbook covers, Barbie clothes, 
tissue remains, bubble gum (after it’s become permanently 
attached to a load of knits), assorted rocks and lumps of coal and 
even an occasional mysterious insect.

Planning Board's 


Draft County Plan 
In Review Period 


The Garrett County Planning 
Commission at its February 27 
meeting decided to let its re- 
vised draft of the county land 
plan enter a 60-day review 
period. 

The revised plan, which has 
been a work project for the 
Commission since April of 1984, 
was drafted by county planning 
administrator Anna McNallie 
during January and February 

Officials expect public hear- 
ings to be held on the plan some- 
time in May. 

In other business, the Com- 
mission directed McNallie to 
write up its comments on the 
state land consolidation plan. 
The Commission reviewed that 
document over one year ago, 
but had delayed writing the 
comments until after the re- 
vision of the county land plan. 

The Commission voted rec- 
ommend to the county com- 
missioners to approve three 
agricultura! land preservation 
district applications. Two appli- 
cations involved farms owned 
by Mr. and Mrs. Howard F. 
Green, Kings Run Road. One 
farm is 198 acres while the other 
is 232 acres 

The third application was 
submitted by Melvin R. Custer 
for 385 acres of his 387-acre 
furius iwateu on the castside of 
495 at the Green Glade Road 
intersection 

The Commission also heard a 
presentation by Helmuth Heise 
and Bill Thoman on their plans 
for expansion of the WISP ski 
resort and Village Inn. The 
Planning Commission endorsed 
their concept as being con- 
sistent with the county’s po 
of encouraging private rec- 
reational development

Some people take a step back 


when time sharing is mer 
tioned, after all, we've heard 
those stories about somec 


being cheated in a get-rich 
quick time share scam. On the 
whole, that’s pretty but 
maybe a little explanation is in 
order 

The term ‘‘time sharing 
comes from the American com 
puter industry, and the concept 
was popular in Europe i 


rare 


several 


years before gaining accept 
ance in the United States. The 
idea is that the use or the owner 


ship of the property is broken up 
into 52 equal parts week: 

greatly decreasing the cost of 
buying and maintaining the 
property. A one-time fee takes 
care of the purchase and 
guarantees the property will be 
maintained and the amenities 
will always be there. Basically 


there are two types of time 
sharing 
The first method is a long 


term lease. In this arrangement 
the party agrees to lease the 
property for a specific week for 
a certain number of years 
party never has ownership of 
the property, only the right to 
use it ata certain time. Because 
the developer still retains 
ownership of the property, the 
leaser cannot build equity in the 
property but he can rent or 
trade the time 

The second way is the fee 
simple method. In this type a 
purchaser actually owns the 
property for the specific week

However, just because a fam 
tly Bought a week at a certain 
re rt does mean they're 
stuck spending their vacation at 
that resort for the rest of their 
lives.

time with someone eise’s. If the

One of the advantages of 
interval ownership is the ease 
with which a family can “‘get 


away from itali A time share 
guarantees a piace to stay and 
something to do, period. Forget 
the vacation trauma of reserva 
tions, or trying to find a room, 
and once there, trying to find 
something to do 

Perhaps the most endearing 
aspect of interval ownership is 
the savings. Experts say an 
interval owner can save up to 60 
percent per 
vacation. in about ten years, an 
owner will probably have saved 
enough on vacation costs to pay 
for the share

In some of the past columns, 
topics covered have been pro- 
grams which make school 
children aware of the effects of 
drug abuse and organizations 
such as MADD and SADD. To 
day's column will discuss a new 
book aimed at parents called 
How To Kaise A Street-Smart 
Child. 

The book, written by Grace 
Hechinger, is a guide for 
parents on how they can protect 
their children against crime. It 
is a problem that is most severe 
in urban areas, but suburban 
and rural areas have their 
share also. The remainder of 
this column will present some 
situations children may find 
themselves in and what Hechin- 
ger says can be done 

Most parents teach their 
children to be ‘nice’ to other 
people and respectful to adults. 
But there are disturbed men 
and women who prey upon 
young children, and being nice 
and respectful in such situ- 
ations may be dangerous to the

Hechinger says, ‘If the fears 
and dangers that may have to 
be confronted are presented 
openly, a child can learn to 
handle them. It is hard to teach 
a young child not to answer a 
stranger who asks for di 
rections; to keep walking or 
even running; never get too 
close to a car; never open the 
door without knowing who is 
outside. It is sad to have to 
teach these things, but it is 
necessary." 

The most important thing for 
a child to learn is to say NO. The 
author suggests a series of 
‘what if...’ games. Hechinger 
says they will probably give the 
wrong answer at first, but she 
emphasizes that it is better to 
give the wrong answer at home 
to you than in a real situation. 
How do parents teach a child 

respond to a mugging? 
Should kids give in and give up 
their possessions, or put up a 
fight? How can parents handle 
their child’s humiliation at 
giving in? According to Hechin- 
ger and other experts, children 
should be instructed to always 
hand over what the mugger 
wants if a weapon is involved 
What children should be taught 
is to fight for their possessions if 
it is an equal fight. Parents 
should encourage the belief that 
since muggers aren't fighting 
fair, it is no disgrace to give in. 
It is not, like running away from 
a fair fight. 

Without a doubt the most 
difficult subject for parents to 
bring up with their children is 
that of the possibility of sexual 
abuse, but all the experts feel it 
is absolutely necessary. The 
first point is that the molester 
very well will not be a stranger, 
but someone the child knows, so 
all warnings about dealing with 
strangers don’t apply. Second, 
teaching a child that it’s wrong 
for adults to touch the sexual 
parts of children’s bodies (and 
use the actual given names), 
and that children have a right to 
say no to such touching may 
well prevent it. Child molesters 
don't want to be found out and 
prefer compliant victims. 

Hechinger gives practical 
suggestions on how parents can 
deal with children on this diffi- 
cult question, and how to make 
the child feel confident about 
telling parents about any inci- 
dent 

Street-Smart Child is an 
important book because it helps 
parents walk the fine line be- 
tween protecting their children 
from danger and enabling them 
to live, study, and play in the 
real world around them.

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Association Says 
Stoves Causing 


Air Pollution 


Wood and coa! burning stoves 
are significant sources of air 
pollution whose hazards can be 
minimized by a variety of 
methods, according to the 
American Lung Association of 
Maryland. 

This type of air pollution has 
caused tragedies in the past, the 
Association said. In 1952, the 
burning of soft, high sulfur coal 
for home heating in London pro- 
duced a smog epidemic. More 
than 4,000 excess deaths were 
caused by high levels of sulfur 
dioxide and soot in the air. Once 
the burning of coal in homes 
was prohibited, the problem de- 
clined. 

In the United States, the use 
of coal and wood stoves is grow- 
ing and may become a threat to 
public health. Dr. John A 
Cooper of the Oregon Graduate 
Center in Portland has demon- 
strated that a wood burning 
stove can emit ten times as 
much carbon monoxide as the 
average highway vehicle on a 
50-mile trip (automobiles are 
the largest contributor to smog 
pollution 

Wood smoke contains a com- 
plex and poorly understood 
mixture of pollutants,’’ Cooper 
said. “Soot can aggravate the 
common cold, pneumonia, and 
other lung diseases. Polycylic 
organic matter are potent 
carcinogens (cancer-causing 
agents) produced when wood is 
incompletely burned."’ 

Following are some ways to 
reduce air pollution and get the 
most heat from wood burning 
stoves: 

—Buy the right size stove for 
the space to be heated to keep 
stove temperatures high. 

—Burn only well-seasoned 
hardwoods 

—Start a fire with paper and 
kindling. If you have a tight 
house, open a window when 
lighting the fire to prevent 
downdraft through’ the 
chimney. 

—Attach a stack thermometer 
to the stove flue pipe and keep 
the temperature between 300 
and 400 degrees Fahrenheit. 

—Fuel the stove with small 
and more frequent loads of 
wood, allowing it to burn briskly 
for ten minutes to burn creosote 
tars from the stove pipe. A 
smaller stove is more efficient 
than the ones most Americans 
are using. 

—The chimney should be 
higher than other neighborhood 
residences. 

—Don't burn painted or creo

soted lumber, pine or fir wood, 
trash, garbage, other waste 
materials, or coal in a wood- 
burning stove. 

To get the most heat from 
coal burning stoves: 

—Use anthracite (hard coal) 
because it has a low sulfur and 
ash content. 

—Start the fire as you would 
for a wood stove. Keep drafts 
opened until the coal is burning 
well and when reloading. 

—Keep the secondary air 
supply open somewhat to lower 
carbon monoxide levels. 

“By following these simple 
steps, the consumer can 
make a real contribution to de- 
creasing air pollution in his 
locale,"’ Cooper said.

Coal Slurry Bill Has Western 


Maryland Lawmakers Up In Arms 


Western Maryland law- 
makers are prepared to battle 
against the Coal Slurry Pipeline 
Bill (SB 760 and HB 1553) if it 
survives committee and 
appears on the floor of the 
House or Senate 

The bill would give Baltimore 
Gas and Electric Company 

BG&E) and its three partners 
the right of condemnation or 
eminent domain to build the 
coal slurry pipeline 

Both the Senate Budget and 
Taxation Committee on Friday 
and the House Constitutional 
and Administrative Law Com- 
mittee on Tuesday reviewed the 
bill, but neither committee has 
made a report yet. 

Senate President Melvin A 
Steinberg (D-Baltimore Co.) 
assigned the Senate coal slurry 
pipeline measure to the Budget 
and Tax Committee instead of 
the Economic and Environ- 
mental Affairs Committee 

This disturbed Western Mary- 
land lawmakers Sen. John N., 
Bambacus and Sen. Victor 
Cushwa who are against the 
measure, and who are also 
members of the Economic and 
Environmental Affairs Com- 
mittee. Annapolis sources feel 
that the bill would have faced 
three certain no votes in that 
committee from Bambacus, 
Cushwa and Sen. John W. Derr

Several House delegates have 
said that they too oppose the 

lurry because of its potential 
threat to railroad and related

Chessie feels that the di- 
version of 12 million tons of coal 
would also cause the railroad to 
“permanently abandon’’ 122 
miles of track between Cumber- 
land and Baltimore as well as 
the retirement of track at 
Cumberland, Deer Park, Oak-

Sources confirmed Monday 
that the Chessie System is 
opposed to the coal slurry bills 
and welcomes support from all 
state lawmakers. 

Governor Harry Hughes, on 
the other hand, stated that he is 
looking at the bill and has some 
suggested amendments.

Bambacus Opposes Two Proposals

authorized an amendment to re 
move funding for the full-time

Another battle Bambacus 
won was defeat of a bill which 
would have placed a freeze on 
the amount of permitted 
sulphur dioxide emissions and 
ultimately reduce those emis- 
sions 30 to 60 percent, set emis- 
sions standards which exceed 
federal limits and require a 
series of reports from state 
agencies 

“This was one of the most 
significant bills in the legis- 
lature since I have been 
elected,”’ said Bambacus who 
forced a vote on the bill in the 
Senate Economic and Environ- 
mental Affairs Committee 
March 8. The committee voted 
against the bill 92. 

Bambacus said the bill, pro 
posed by an Annapolis Senator, 
would have cost Western Mary- 
land 4,000 to 5,000 jobs and 
would have shut down the West- 
vaco plant in Luke and the 
Kelly-Springfield plant in Cum- 
berland 

Fighting the measure was 
part of his watch dog responsi- 
bilities, Bambacus noted. He 
explained that even though 
most of his constituents are 
aware of his work to intratiuce 


bills to help Western Maryland, 
few realize the necessity for 
him to fight legislation which 
could hurt the area. “One 
important part of my work is to 
say no,’ Bambacus said

indicate that the body has re- 
acted to exposure to the HTLV- 
III virus associated with AIDS 

“When exposed to infectious 
organisms, the body's defense 
systems normally produces 
special substances called anti- 
bodies which circulate in the 
bloodstream,”’ he explained 
“The HTLV-II] antibody test 
detects individuals whose 
bodies have reacted to the virus 
that causes AIDS.” 

“Thus,”’ Dr. Ritter continued, 
“a positive HTLV-II antibody 
test result means that a person 
has been exposed to the AIDS 
virus. It does not mean that a 
person will develop AIDS.” 

He noted that many people 
are exposed to infectious 
agents, for example, the polio 


virus and tuberculosis bacteria, | 


develop antibodies, but do not 
become ill with the disease 

Because researchers do not 
yet know whether anyone with 
the HTLV-III antibody will 
develop AIDS, the Red Cross 
will take the precaution of 
sterilizing and destroying any 
blood that indicates the donor 
was exposed to the virus as a 
further safeguard of the 
nation's blood supply, Dr 
Ritter explained

Red Cross, in conjunction with 
the nation’s other blood 
collection systems, took steps to 
discourage individuals at high 
risk for developing AIDS from 
giving blood, and to defer those 
donors whose medical history 
check indicated the presence of 
symptoms associated with 


AIDS. 
According to the Center for 
Disease Control, since 1981, 


when AIDS was first isolated as 
a specific ap- 
proximately 117 cases of trans- 
fusion-associated AIDS 
have been diagnosed. No cases 
of transfusion-associated AIDS 
have been diagnosed among pa- 
tients given blood or blood 
products donated, tested, 
processed and distributed 
through the Johnstown Region 

Concerning the risk of getting 
AIDS from blood, Dr. Ritter 
noted that about 3.5 million 
people a year receive blood or 
blood products. “The risk is 
there, but it’s negligible in 
comparison to the great benefit 
derived from blood trans- 
fusions. The introduction of the 
HTLV-II test will reduce the 
risk significantly,”’ he said
